Reed Richards is one of the two most 
brilliant non-enhanced minds on MARVEL 
Earth. This is one of his most impressive 
and endearing traits. His vast mind often 
becomes so entangled in theories, he com- 
pletely misses jokes and other sundry things 
while he's enclosed in his fog. But he's also 
incapable of admitting he's wrong or con- 
sidering anyone else's opinion, convinced 
he’s nght about everything. Sue lets him get 
away with this, despite the fact that nine 
times out of ten she's the one who turns out 
lo be right. Reed is a good man, but he's 
close-minded, seffish and unable to alter his 
path once he starts on it. And he's hurting his 
son 

Franklin had psi-powers, but they, for the 
most part, were under his complete control; 
except for the business in #245. all. “acci- 
dents” involving Franks powers were 
caused by outside interference. Why didnt
